At 1 o'clock Monday afternoon Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Johnson, in confer- 
ence with Attorney Chester H. Krum of 
the St. Louis Transit Co., decided that the 
dynamiters should be prosecuted under the 
statute prohibiting the placing of obstruc- 
tions on the tracks of railway companies. 
The extreme penalty is 20 years’ imprison- 
ment.

Through the persistent efforts of Dr. 
A. V. L. Brokaw_ by means of amateur 
detective work extending over a period of 
more than two months, the police have 
been enabled to arrest several men who, 
by their own confessions, have been guilty 
of blowing up transit company property 
with dynamite. 

The arrests were made within three hours 
after an explosion in. the cable conduit at 
Olive street and Maryland avenue, and on 
account of this explosion two of the men 
confessed that they did the work. 

The arrests were made early 
morning on information furnished Night 
Chief Pickel by Dr. Brokaw, who 
companied the police to each house 
nated by himself and assisted in the ar- 
rests. Later he used his knowledge of 
the antecedent facts to induce the gyna- 
niiters to confess.

Brennan declares in

Brokaw. 

Hie informed Night Chief Pickel an hour 
before the explosion took place that it had 
been planned, and fixed the location within 
a few blocks of where the dynamite was 
placed in the conduit. 

Detectives and police were working on the 
case at the time the explosion occurred. 

Dr. Brokaw received the first definite 
news of the plan at 10 o'clock Saturday 
night. He immediately telephoned Night 
Chief Pickel, who immediately detailed a 
squad of men to work on the case. 

According to Dr. Brokaw’'s information. 
three explosions had been arranged—one at 
soyle avenue and Olive street, the second 
at Grand and Park avenues and the third 
in the North End. Police went to each 
district. Chief Pickel and Lieut Johnson 
had charge of the squad operating in the 
district about Beyle avenue and Olive street. 


Pickel and his men arrived at Bovle ave- 
nue an hour before the hour, which, accord- 
ing to Dr. Brokaw, had been set for the 
explosion, and it was decided to put in the 
time searching for a large quantity of dyna- 
mite which the doctor had heard was stored 
in the neighborhood. Chief Pickel demurred 
to the doctor's plan to search the suspected 
storage house without a warrant. but finally 
consented to it upon the assurance of the 
doctor that the dynamite would certainly 
be found and that he would stand the dam- 
ages if it were not. 

They had hardly started for the house 
when a loud explosign was heard on Mary- 
land avenue, a few blocks west of where 
the chief and his men were standing. They 
hastened to the scene, which proved to be 
on Marviand avenue, between Taylor and 
Euclid avenues. 

Lieut. McNamara and a party of men 
reached the place where the explosion had 
occurred first. They met Sergt. Dowdall, 
who reported that two men nad been near 
the scene a few minutes after the explosion 
and had acted suspiciously. 

Later Nightwatchman Patrick J. Hig- 
gins, repogged that he had halted the two 
men and “inquired their business. They 
told him that they had been on a fishing 
expedition and pointed to an empty min- 
now pail in support of their statement. 
Hie said he had recognized one of them as 
Northway. 

Chief Pickel 
supplied by Dr 
name of Northway 
alleged plotters. 

The party waited until Northway should 
lve time to retire when it started for his 
home at 1517 North Spring avenue. He 
was in “i when Chief Pickel called for 
him, but easily aroused. At first 
he said he had no knowledge of the 
plosion, but finally weakened and made ad- 
missions that implicated Brennan with him. 
A search for dynamite was made through 
his house, but none was found He said 
all the dynamite was at Brennan's house, 
which was a block away on Lucky street. 

Brennan was at home, when told what 
was wanted with him, made little effort to 
plead his innocence. When an inquiry was 
made for the dynamite, he took the officers 
to a closet in his kitchen, where was stored 
* pounds of dynamite and 30 feet of fuse. 

Roth Brennan and Northway made state- 
nrénts that implicated James Schwartz, who 
lives at 274 “vans avenue. The police went 
to that address. Andrew Schwartz, a broth- 
er of James, had been arrested a few hours 
before for making a disturbance as a result 
of a drunken spree, and, when the brothers 
were confronted, James upbraided Andrew 
for giving him away to the police. This ts 
regarded as an important circumstance in 
the attempt to connect Schwartz with the 
explosion. 

The trio were taken to the Eighth District, 
and from there to the Four Courts, where 
they were confined in separate cells. The 
arrest of Finnessey was made at 11 o'clock 
Sunday on the statements of Brennan and 
Northway.

Brennan and Northway Admit Ih 
Received the Dynamite and 
Caused Its Explosion. 


“I do not suppose that the leaderé of the 
strike would indorse what we did.” said 
Maurice M. Brennan, the youngest of thé 


dynamiters, “but we did it for their benefit.

me that they were going a short distance 
away and they asked me to wait for them. 
After they rejoined me the explosion oc- 
curred. J] said it must be a dynamite ex- 
plosion. They said that was a gasoline 
stove explosion. I did not know what it 
was until I was told by the police.” 

Fred Northway makes a full confession 
much on the same lines as Brennan: 

‘‘More than a week ago,”’ he told the Post- 
Dispatch, ‘‘some one brought a quantity ot 
dynamite to my house. I did not at first 
know what it was. There was no message 
with it. I kind of suspected that it was 
dynamite. And | thought it was a pretty 
good hint of what | was expected to do. 1 
would not hurt anybody for anything. ! 
knew that there would be no car coming 
by when we lighted the fuse. I was never 
arrested before in my life and I was never 
in any trouble. But 1 wanted to do some- 
thing to make the boys win and I thought 
that if we tore up the tracks it would make 
the railroad officials effect a settlement. 
The other time the Olive street railroad was 
blown up it stopped traffic for several days 
and that was all that we wanted to do this 
time. 

“T do not know any of the strike leAders 
and none of them ever talked of the mat- 
ter to me. If | were to meet any of the 
leaders | would not recognize them. I onlys 
know Mahon when I see him, and I have nw 
use for him. I have seen him do things that 
1 do not think becoming in a man at the 
head of a big strike like ours has been.’’

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 15.-—-Charles R. M 
Ferrell, former employe of Adams Express 
(o., Was arrested Sunday afternoon in this 
city and has confessed the killing of 
Messenger Charles Lane and the robbery of

on the Pennsylvania eastbound train, which 
arrived in this city at midnight Friday. One | 
thousand dollars the money which he 
had stolen was recovered.

heen able to secure employment Hie con- 
fessed that the motive of the robbery was 
to secure money, of which he felt in great 
need, on acc@unt of his approaching mafr- 
riage. The money recovered he had given 
to Miss Costlow to keep for him, saying 
that It was money that he had saved from 
his earnings.

Jerrell is but 22 years old, and has a splen- 
Snysique, being 6 feet in height, with 
dark hair and an attractive face. 

The confession of Ferrell disclosed a pre- 
meditated crime that seemed almost im- ! 
possible of bellef Tle said that he had be- 
eome desperate because of his tnability to 
secure employment and a realization of the 
fact that he must have money to defray 
the expenses of his approaching marriage. 
The robbery had been carefully planned, 
and it included the murder of Express 
Messenger Lane. He had no accomplices 
and no contidants. He knew Lane well. 
fact, they were friends, and he relied 
Lane's confidence to help him execute 
crime. He knew that consideravie money 
was always carried by the messenger on 
the Pennsylvania train, No. 8, between St. 
Louis and Columbus, and that he was cer- 
tain to secure a large sum if he robbed the 
Way safe on that train. Having profided 
himself with a Smith & Wesson six shoot- 
er, 35 caliber, he went to Urbana Friday 
morning and waited for No. &. When the 
train arrived there Ferrell went at once to 
the express car and told Lane that he was 
out of money and asked permission to ride 
to Columbus with him. Lane consented, nev- 
er for a moment suspecting the treachery 
of his pretended friend. For a short time 
after the train left Urbana they chatted 
pleasantly. Lane sat in a chair ~* the end 
of the cay with his back Slightly turned. 

When Ferrell had finally nerved himself 
for the crime he drew his revolver and 
stepped up behind Lane unobserved and 
fired three shots in rapid succession into the 
messenger’s back. Lane rolled off the chair 
on the floor on his face and Ferrell quickly 
fired the remaining shots at the prostrate 
body. Lane was unconscious, but Ferreil, 
fearing that the wounds already inflicted 
would not cause death, took Lane's revolver 
and fired two more bullets from it into the 
body. Ferrell then took the key to the 
Way safe from the pocket of the dead mes- 
senger and opened the safe and laid Lane's 
revolver inside, where he could reach it 
easily in case he was detected and needed 
it to defend himself. 

After he had taken out all the sacks con- | 
taining the money packages, money orders 
and way bills, he placed them in a smal! 
satchel and waited until the car arrived at 
Plain City, where he slipped off the train. 
Hie walked about for a few minutes to re- 
gain his composure, and then inquired for 
the hotel, which he found after a short time 
a belated citizen directing him to the place. 
Hie secured a room and retired for the night 
without registering, a fact of which the 
landlord took no notice at the time, as he 
was half asleep. Once in his room, Ferre!! 
proceeded to go through the packages and 
take out all the cash. The remainder he 
tied up in a bundle. The question of how to 
get rid of the debris of his plunder and his 
revolver then confronted 4 pang it was an 
easy matter to dispose of the latter.

Body of John R. Teune of St. Louis 
Found Near Cahokia, St. Clair 
County, Illinois. 


Word has been sent to the father of John 
R. Young in New Orleans of the death of 
the latter and he is expected in East St. 
Louis Tuesday to take charge of the re- 
mains. They are buried in a rude pine box 
near the place where his lifeless body was 
fuond near the bank of Dead Creek at Ca- 
hokia commons. 

Young came of a well-known family in 
New Orleans and had many friends and 
acquaintances in St. Louis, having been a 
foreman for the Imperial “Electric Light, 
Heat and Power Co. He was about 35 years 
old. While in this city he resided at the 
Hotel Barnum and was last seen alive 
there Thursday morning. 

His dead body was found Saturday cven- 
ing by Charles Sheep of 712 North Sixth 
street. It was lying in a dense growth of 
weeds and brush. about 100 feet from the 
old Cahokia road. 

Sheep telephoned to the Benner-Brichler 
(‘ndertaking Co. at East St. Louis and Mr. 
Brichler at once went to the spot, after 
telephoning Coroner Schildrcth at I[elle- 
vile. Mr. Brichler investigated and found 
two sacks containing a number of valu- 
ables, which were later discovered to have 
been taken from the residence of Henry 
Peterson. who lives about half a mile from 
the place where the body was found. The 
sack held fine curtains, china and silver- 
ware, Peterson’s house had been robbed 
Thursday morning and he had reported the 
ease to the county officials. 

Mr. Brichler stated that the brush and 
weeds were torn up around the body, irdi- 
cuting a struggle. There was nothing that 
would indicate suicide and to Mr. Brichler 
it looked as though the thieves who had 
robbed Peterson's house had come upon 
Young and assaulted him.

“No person in this parish, or anyother 
for that maiter, is justified in being mar- 
ried by a justice of the peace. if the 
question of economy is involved we can 
settle that by performing the ceremon) 
cheaper than a minister or peate justice. 
No fee will be exacted for those who are 
wnable or cannot afford to pay. 

“The priest is in duty bound, the laws 
of the church make it incumbent upon him 
to administer the sacrament of matrimony 
without hope of earthly reward. Generally 
an offering is made, but no request is or 
will be presented; it is a matter entirely at 
the discretion of the couple. 

“Why, then, should our young people be 
brought into the public prints as eloping 
couples, courageous young folks who have 
defied the church, thereby giving grave 
scandal to others. 

“Matrimony was raised to the dignity of 
@ sacrament, and it is as much importance 
as the other sacraments of the church. 

“Civil contracts of marriage are no con- 
tracts in the eyes of the church. The cere- 
aged must be performed a second time by 
a est before it can be considered valid.’’

STEEL TRUST 


Merchants Wire and Nail 
Co. Has Succumbed. 


CHANGED HANDS MONDAY. 


WILL BE QUASI INDEPENDENT 
UNTIL MAY. 


Several Creditors Want Their Money 
Out of the Great Enterprise Be- 
fore It Is Absorbed by the 
American Company. 


The office and plant of the Merchants’ 
Wire and Nail Co. changed owners Mon- 
day morning, passing from the possession 
of Clement M. Biddle of Philadelphia, who 
was its president, into the possession of the 
Van Camp Hardware and Iron Co. of In- 
dianapolis, Ind., and the Bindley Hardware 
Co. of Pittsburg, Pa. 

D. C. Bergundthal, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Van Camp Co., took charge of 
the office of the Merchants’ company in 
the Laclede Building. 

It is the general opinion in commercial 
circles that this means that the Merchants’ 
company has been absorbed by the Ameri- 
can Steel and Wire Co., commonly known 
as the Steel Trust, and that this absorption 
removes the trust’s only formidable com- 
petitor. 

Mr. Bergundthal denies that the transfer 
is really an absorption by the trust, but 
admits that after next May the American 
Steel and Wire Co. will come into possession 
of the Merchants’ company’s plant at Gran- 
ite City. P 

The Merchants’ Wire & Nail Co. is one 0 
the most important enterprises at Granite 
City, smvlevina a large number of men and 
paying in wages something like 310,000 a 
week. 

It has been looked upon as the only !mpor- 
tant rival of the steel trust, and for this 
reason its affairs have commanded an unus- 
ual amount of attention from those who are 
interested in the steel industry. 

The company started in business not quite 
a year ago, succeeding the Continenta! Steel 
Wire Co., whose “ag abe it absorbed. 

The offices of the Continentai Co., in the 
Laclede building, became the offices of the 
Merchants’ Co. 

It is admitted that for some time the bust- 
ness of the company has not been a pros- 
perous one. 

Last week Mr. Biddle, the president, and 
Cc. Van Camp of Indianapolis were in St. 
Louis and held a conference. The result 
of the conference was the transfer of 
Mr. Biddle’s holdings and control of the 
company to the Van Camp Co. and the 
Bindley’ Hardware Co. of Pittsburg. 

It is stated that prior to the transfer, 
Mr. Biddle had a conference with .” the 
American Steel and Wire Co. at New 
York. The purport of this conference is 
not definitely- known, but it was one of 
the reasons ven for the belief that the 
transfer really meant absorption by the 
trust. 

Mr. Bergundthal took charge of the prop- 
erty of the tg Monday morning. 
To the Post-Dispatch he sald: 

‘“T have just taken charge here on be- 
half of the Van Camp Hardware & Iron 
Co. of Indianapolis, of which I am secre- 
tary and treasurer and the Bindley Hard- 
ware Co. of Pittsburg. 

“These two companies had an interest in 
the Merchants’ Company, having put mon- 
ey into it when it was under its former 
president, Mr. Clement M. Biddle of Phil- 
adelphia. You. may say that we will run 
a time for some months—until May, at 
east.’’ 

“Is it not a fact that this transfer really 
means that the Merchants’ company has 
been absorbed by the steel trust?’’ he was 
asked. . 

“No, it does not mean that. But I don't 
think Mr. Van Camp or the Bindiey people 
would like to have it known that they 
are interested in the company. Both of 
them have business relations with the 
American Steel and Wire Co., not as stock- 
holders, but as handlers of their goods, and 
they receive concessions from the American 
company. But the Merchants’ company will 
be, under their management, a bona fide 
competitor of the American Co. until next 
May.’’ 

“Why only till next May’?’’ 

“Well, you see, it's this way. The Amer- 
ican Stee) and Wire Co. really owns the 
plant of the Merchants’ company, and it 
‘riles’ them to know that the piant they 
own is used to compete with them. The 
American company held claims, about $160,- 
000 worth, againet the old Continental Com- 
pany and those claims are good against the 
Merchants’ company. Mr. Biddle also held 
claims against the Continental company, 
and the courts decided that Mr. Biddle's 
claims were of prior importance until next 
May. So Mr. iddle has been controlling 
the property under this decision. The Van 
Camp company and the Bindley company 
had money in the concern and when they 
found out that it was not paying under 
the old management, in order to protect 
themselves, they took charge of it.”’ 

“Then it Is their purpose merely to get 
their money out before next May, when the 
concern must pass into the control of the 
trust ?’’ 

“Yes, that’s it exactly. We simply want 


to get our money out of it, and the American 


| company will take charge next May."’
